morning decided to base its policy on the assumption that the 
war will last three vears or more, 

A statement issued through the Ministry of Information 
adds: “Instructions are being issued to all Government depart- 
ments to ensure that plans for the future shall be prepared im- 
mediately on this assumption. In the meantime, all measures 
for which preparation has already been made will be brought fully 
into active operation. 

“In furtherance of the defence programmes already in 
operation, the Ministry of Supply will take steps forthwith to 
ensure that the productive capacity of munitions Of all’ kinds is 
increased on a scale required to meet every possible issue. 

“Corresponding arrangements are being made by 
Admiralty and the Air Ministry. 

“In the great national interest, the civil needs of the county 
will be borne in mind as well as the importance of maintaining 
the export trade. 

“The War Cabinet is confident that this significant decision 
will meet with the wholehearted support of the British people 
and will be welcomed by our allies and.friends./?.-.... - - -- :

Demographic Evolution 


A curious fact has become 
apparent during 1938 in regard 
to demographic matters. This 
that, in many countries 
where the birth rate had for a 
long time past been decreasing 
from year to yenr, not only has 
the backward movement ceased, 
but the curve has resumed an 
upward tendency. In Europe, 
this is the ease, for example, in 
the United Kingdom, Belgium, 
the, Netherlands, the Baltic 
States, Switzerland, the three 
Scandinavian kingdoms; while, 
outside Europe, it is the case 
in United States of America, 
Australia und New = Zealand. 
Significant figures are given on 
this subject in the Statistical 
Year-Book of the League of: 
Nations which has just been 
published. In the United King- 
dom, the number of births rose, 
in the period from 1935 to 1938, 
from 711,000 to 735,000; 
Belgium, over the same period, 
it-rose from 127,000 to 130,000; 
in the Netherlands, -from 170,- 
000 to 178,000; .in Sweden, 
from 86,000 to 93,000, etc. “In 
the United States, in the same 
years, the figure rose from 
2,156,000 to 2,800,000; in Aus- 
tralia, from 111,000 to 120,000; 
in New Zealand, from 28,900 to 
27,200. This development will 
be extremely interesting to 
watch.

N° GREATER safeguard 
has been devised in 
Western Europe, than the 
formidable systems of fron- 
tier defences constructed by 
France and Belgium. The 
great.sums spent on them 
have been well invested. 


In constructing the defences 
the lessons of the last War have 
been fully applied to the parti- 
cular conditions of terrain in the 
different sectors of the frontier 
region. ‘The decp dug-outs, first 
in evidence in the Somme Battle, 
the reinforced conercte pill 
boxes of the Passchendacle 
ridges, the resisting power of 
the Forts of Verdun, and the 
principle of Works distributed 
in depth all find their counter- 
part in the new defences. 


After 1870 France construct- 
ed a defensive system in the 
region of her Eastern frontier 
so powerful that it became a 
military necessity for Germany 
to invade Belgium in order to 
turn it, But the system was 
designed mainly to afford pro- 
tection for the ,deployment of 
France's field armies, to block 
certain main avenues of move- 
ment, and to provide pivots of 
manoeuvre forthe field armies 
when deployed. ‘The well-known 
Trousee de Charmes, for cxam- 
ple, was intentionally left as 8 
gap inthe defences, providing 
opportunities for counter attack 
should the German invaders at- 
tempt to penctrate through it. 


The new system is of a different 
order, It is in the strictest sense 
n frontier defence system. <A belt 
extending along the whole fronticr, 
ns for as practicable impregnable at 
every point; though naturally works 
are of a more elaborate character 
where the nature of the terrain pro- 
vides facilities for invasion. 


Let us follow the general scheme 
trom Souths to Norta. 


To guard ngaingt the possibility of 
invasion through Switzerland the 
roads through the mountains of 
Snovoy and the Jura are blocked by 
smajl forts and concrete plil boxes. 
North of that the Rhine forms 4 
great frontier moat, -and has behind 
it- the-second --Jine ‘of - the Vosges 
mountains—obstacles easily strength- 
ened, especially now that the whole 
system has been rendered moro effec~ 
tive by the extension of the French 
railways into Alsace. . 


The critical section of the frontier 
really begins where it leaves the 
Rhine and runs enclosing the all- 
important Briey area to the Belgian 
frontier near Longwy, at the south- 
west corner of Luxembourg. This 
sector is the natural and often used 
gate for invasion by German armics, 
and here the French engineers have 
dong_thelr aitmost to close the door. 
The dctails are, of course, secret, but 
the general character of tho works 
is well known, large forts mutunlly 
supporting each other, and, with the 
intervals further defended .by con- 
crete pilt boxes and wire obstacles, 
forming on Smpasgable barrier. 


Absolutely bomb and shell-proof 
underground accommodation and 
communications have been construct- 
ed, and failure of the human cle- 
ment is the only possible danger in 
case of surprise attack.. ‘To make 
assurance doubly sure, the fortresses 
of Thien-ville, Metz, Verdun, and 
Toul have been - modernised, ond 
where necessary faced in the new 
direction, and they provide an extra 
protection to the Briey mines.

Anglo-Japanese Talk 


“Japan Is ready to begin talks with 
any foreign country who is willing 
to adjust relations, Japan will not 
hesitate to resume the Anglo- 
Japanese negotlations if Britaln shows 
ood faith,” General Abe stated, 


Turning to the frontier hostilitles 
between Manchukuo and Outer Mon- 
volia, he sald thut the Government 
was watching with concern the 
developments between Munchukuo 
and the Soviet Union, 


The Premier characterised os “pro- 
blematical” the reported possibility of 
n Soviet-Japanese non-ngeression 
pact followlng conclusion of the 
German-Sovict uccord, He re- 
ferred to the German Forelgn Minls- 
ter, Herr von Ribbentrop’s observa- 
tlons that the Soviet Government 
should be distinguished from the 
Comintern and a possible Japanese- 
Sovict non-aggression pact would not 
contravene the spirit of the anti- 
Comintern pact. 

Nescribing the German views as 
“questionable,” Genernl Abe said 
that the suggestions would not dp- 

peal to the Japanese mind, because 
vapan must consider the matter from 
the standpoint of national policy.

BRITISH | 
IN CHINA 


-Ambassador’s 
Radio Message 


Shanghai, Sept, 10. 

The Brilish Ambassador, Sir Archt- 

batd Clurk Kerr, to-da broadcast a 
messngo to British subjects through- 
out Chinn advising them that, despite 
patriotic feelings, It would probably 
bo advisable not to rush home im- 
medlately to Join the ranks, as many 
will be able to serve their country 
best by remalning at their posts, ot 
least during the present, 

Explaining that he had chosen thls 
method of giving advice (by: wireless 
in preference to the Press) to order 
fo form contact with Britons In the 
remoter parts of China, the Ambas~ 
sador declared, “For a week we have 
been at war, What brought the war 
iy well Iknown to you atl At such 
a moment It [x natural we should be 
wondering how best to serve our 
country," 

Sir Archibald then recalled hls own 
feclings 25 years ago when last Bri- 
tain enlered the war, declaring that 
for three whole years out of four he 
Was prevented from joining the war 
by a higher authority. He rebelicd 
hotly against the decision of that 
outhorily, but subsequently admitted 
that It was better able than «he to 
measure his usefulness, 

“Most of you must be {feeling as 
{ felt then, asking yourselves how 
best you can serve your country and 
telling yourselves without doubt that 
your place Is in the ranks. I assure 
you there {s none more sympathetic 
than I, but, belleye me, it Is not 
Inevitably and Immediately true that 
your best place will be In the ranks.” 

The Ambassador then pojnted- out 
that in the cose of Britons in Chinn 
thousands of miles from the seat of 
war {it will be many weelss’ before 
they are able ta return home and still 
Jonger before their services are mada 
use of, 

“T urge those of you who are 
listening to bear jn mind that you are 
not necessarily furthering the cause 
of your country by hurrying and 
secking to be sent home immediately,” 
he said. “It seems to me that many 
of you would serve your country best 
by remaining at your posts in China, 
at any rate until the tin © to consider 
and pass judgment on your special 
fitness for this or ihat type of service.” 

Ultimately, the Ambassador added, 
“Each one must decide for himself, 
but the necessary machinery for 
passing judgment on ‘your special fit- 
ness ts at present being sect up." . 

In conclusion, he begged all to have 
patience and rest assured that thelr |’ 
loyalty and natural engerness will be 
brought to the notice of His Majesty's 
Government. Meanwhile he was 
asking guidance from London-—~ 
Reuter. R

It is announced that the War Cabinet mecting held this 
morning decided to base its policy on the assumption that the 
war will last three vears or more. 5 

A statement issued through the Ministry of Information 
adds: “Instructions are’ being issued to all Government depart- 
ments to ensure that plans for the future shall be prepared im- 
mediately on this assumption. In the meantime, all measures 
for which preparation has already been made will be brought fully 
into active operation, 

“In furtherance of the defence programmes already in 
operation, the Ministry of Supply will take steps forthwith to 
ensure that the productive capacity of munitions of all kinds is 
increased on a scale required to mect every possible issue.

Turning to the frontier’ hostilitles 
between Manchulcuo and Outer Mon- 
golla, he sald that the Government 
was watching with concern the 
developments between Manchukuo 
and the Soviet Union. 


The Premier characterised ns “pro- 
blematical” the reported possibility of 
a Soviet-Japanese non-aggression 
pact following conclusion of the 
Germun-Soviet uccord. He re- 
ferred to the German Forcign Minis- 
ter, Herr von Ribbentrop’s observa- 
tions thnt the Soviet Government 
should be distinguished from the 
Comintern and a possible Japancse- 
Soviet non-aggression pact would not 
contravene the spirit of the antl- 
Comintern pact. 

Describing the German views as 
“questionable,” General Abe said 
that the suggestions would not ap- 
penal to the Japanese mind, because 
Japan must consider the matter from 
the standpoint of national policy. 

Denying that the Europcan war 
would facilitate settlement of the 
China Affair, the Premier said that 
Britain and France might possibly 
discontinue assistance to Chlang Kai- 
shek but forelgn assistance would 
possibly come from other sources, 

The Premier did not believe, how- 
ever, that the United States would 
replace Britain and France jn assist- 
ing Chiang Kai-shelc, 

Concluding, General Abe said that 
the system of a single political party 
would not be suitable for the 
Japanese nation, which has not been 
trained to acquiesce in such an alien

bald Clark Kerr, to-day brondcast o 
message to British subjects through- 
out China advising them that, despite 
patriotic fcclings, it would probably 
be advisable not to rush home im- 
mediately to Join the ranks, as many 
will be able to serve their country 
best by remaining at their posts, at 
lenst during the present. 
! Explaining that he had chosen this 
j method of giving advice (by wirciess 
In preference to the Press) to order 
to form contact with Britons tn the 
jremoter parts of China, the Ambas~ 
isndor declared, “For a week we have 
been ut war, What brought the war 
is well known to you all. At such 
n moment it Js natural we should be 
wondering; how best to serve our 
country.” . 

Sir Arch\bakd then recalled his own 
feelings 25 years ago when Iast Bri- 
tuin entered the war, declaring that 
for three whole yéars out of four he 
was prevented from Jolning the war 
by a higher authority, He rebelled 
hotly against the decision of that 
nuthority, but subsequently admitted 
that it was better able than he to 
measure his usefulness, 

“Most of you must be fecling as 
I felt then, asking yourselves how 
best you can serve your country and 
tellingg yourselves without doubt that 
your place fs in the ranks. I assure 
you there ts none more sympathetic 
than I, but, believe me, it is 
Inevitably and immediately true that 
your best place will be in the ranks.” 

The Ambassndor then pointed out 
that in the case of Britons in China 
thousands of milcs from the seat of 
war it will be many weeks before 
they are able to return home and still 
longer before their services are made 
use of, 

“f urge those of you who are 
Hstening to bear In mind that you aro 
not necessarily furthering the cnuse 
of your country by hurrylng and 
secking to be sent home !mmediately,” 
he sald, “It seems to me that many 
of you would serve your country best 
by remaining at your posts in China, 
at any rate until the time to consider 
und pass judgment on your special 
fitness for this or that type of service.” 

Ultimately, the Ambassador ndded, 
“Each one must decide for himself, 
but the necessnry machinery for 
passing judgment,on your special fit- 
ness Is at present belng set up.” 

In conclusion, he begged all to have 
patience and rest ‘ussured that their 
loyalty and natural eagerness will be 
brought to the notice of His Majesty's 
Government. Meanwhile he was 
asking guidance from , London— 
Reuter. ‘
